Kentucky's Appeal to the South. 
A meeting of tho friends, of thc Union 


was hold at Lexington, Kentucky, on the 
Tilth inbt, at which Thomas II. Clay, E--q , 
a son of Henry Clay, presided. 
The meet- 


ing was addressed by Gcu. Leslie Combs 
and the following resolutions adopted: 


"Revolved, By thc people of Fayctte coun- 


ty, in convention assembled, irrespective of 
party, that Kentucky, in addition to the 
great national uonMdeiations "nhich attach 
her with unflinching fidelity to the Union, 
lias a peculiar and local interest in its pres- 
ervation which is not felt by the Southern 
States that are situated with the Gulf on 
one side of them and a tier of slave States 
upon the other. 
Kentucky, occupying a 


central position in the Confederacy, is shut 
out fiom intercourse with the woild except 
through the surrounding States. 
She is, 


therefore, dependent upon the Union for 
the right of exportation and importation, for 
the right of ingress and egress; and being 
exposed ibr»e\cn hundied miles to a free 
State border, she is dependent; upon the U- 
nion for security in thc possession of her 
slaves and for thc protection of her people 
from civil war. That in our opinion the 
permanent continuance of slavery in Ken- 
tucky depends upon the continuance of the 
Union, aud the ultimate peaceful and pro- 
fitable existence of slavery in the Southern 
States depends upon the continuance of the 
barrier which the border slave States now 
afford them against Northern aggression. 
In view of these great interests, Kentucky 
is compelled to maintain the Union, and 
she appeals to the South as a brave and 
chivalrous people to stand by the Union as 
the only hope for thc pieservation of our 
great national prosperity and the preserva- 
tion in peace of our Southern institutions. 


"Rc^oloud, That the election of Abraham

Letter from Mr. Douglas. 


Judge Douglas, in response to a request 


from a number of thc citizens of New Or- 
leans, without respect to party, has written 
a letter defining his position in regard to 
secession, lie says: 


These are not thc times for patriotic men 


to affect indifference or to degenerate into 
despondency, or to ru&h madly into violent 
and extreme measures. J ut,t in proportion 
as our common country is environed with 
peril, it becomes the imperative duty of ev- 
ery patriot, in the land to increase his efforts 
and exert his utmost powers aud energies 
to rescue thc republic from the disasters 
which threaten its integrity. 


No man in America regrets the election 


of Mr. Lincoln more than I do; none made 
more strenuous exertions to defeat him ; 
none differ with him more radically and ir- 
reconcilably upon all the great issues in- 
volved in the contest. 
No man living is 


prepared to resist, by all the legitimate 
means sanctioned by thc constitution and 
laws of our country, the aggressive policy 
which he and his party arc understood to 
represent. 
But while I say this I am 


bound, as a good citizen and law-abiding 
mau, to declare my conscientious conviction 
that the mere election of any man to thu 
Presidency by the American people, in ac- 
cordance with the constitution and laws, 
does not of itself furnish any just cause or 
reasonable ground for dissolving the Feder- 
al Union.

Find- 
ing that they were a Vigilance Committee, 
i answered their questions until they asked.'* 
What are your political opinions? 
Are 


you m favor of Mr. Lincoln's election ?— 
My answer was, 1 beg your pardon, gentle- 
men, I have nothing to say to you on politi- , 
cal matters. 
They asked me to stop ex- 


amined my trunk, aud a chest containing 
my library, until late Monday night and 
for an hour or two Tuesday morniu"-. 
The 


examination was conducted with politeness 
and delicacy. They found little against 
me—nothing, as they told me—which ina- T 


tcrially changed their impression. 
How- 


ever, I was a .Northern man—that was 
sufficient. 
The chief of the Vigilance 


Committee told me privately that such was . 
the feeling that were it not for several cir- 
cumstances 'I should not have been let go 
with a whole skin.' 
However, they would 


send me home safe, pay IIly passage, and 
keep my books until the money was refun- 
ded. 
1 his feeling, so strong then, gradual- 


ly changed. 
A feeling spruug Up and 


gamed ground that I should be sent oh to 
my employer. 
The meeting broke up 


without being able to agree. I was ju. 
formed of this by one of the members, who 
advised me to pVoceed. I told him no 
I'm not going to run away. I was Bopped 
ofhcially, and I must have official notice 
that 1 may leave. ' This I presently receiv- 
ed 
Ihus the storm, I thought, had pas- 


sed away.

"At Baruwell, ten miles distant, I en- 


joyed the hospitality of the Baptist minis- 
ter. 
In the afternoon my employer (from 


a neighboring town) called. 
While" con- 


versing with him I was unexpectedly wait- 
ed upon by gentlemen who' wished my at- 
tendance m the village. 
We proceeded to 


the court-house. I shall not he likely ,to 
loiget that occasion; many circumstances 
invested it with interest. 
It was Barnwell 


Couit-house, from which, years aj;o, under 
memorable circumstances, they sent away 
the venerable Judge IIo*r. It was an as- 
sembly composed of the most respectable 
men of the place. There were the educated 
men, one minister (at least) and the physi- . 
L-i.ins of the town. There -were the princi- " 
pal slaveholders, and a large planter of 5,- 
OOU acres bat in thc chair. 
The proceed- 


ings were parliamentary aud courteous 
throughout. I stood at the- table—(a little ' 
Massachusetts man, the shortest, I believe, 
in my cliiss at Harvard)—and interrogato- 
ries were put to me one by one. What 
were my sentiments on slavery, its exten- 
sion, Mr. Lincoln's election, the higher 
law, ineprcosible conflict, kc. ice. I an- 
swered them fairly. 
When I could reply 


with effect, 1 did so; i\hen I could not, I 
declined to answer. Speeches were made 
—-for^and against 
All expressed their ad- 


miration at the able and honest manner in 
which J had borne myself throughout.— 
Many who did so said that convictions of 
duty compelled them to vote against my 
stay. 
The- vote stood 22 to 9. the Vigi- 


lance Committee generously raised thc mon- 
ey on thc spot to pay my expenses home."
